® FLOATING MOSQUE

Accommodating up to 
1,500 worshippers, the mosque features 
a blend of local and Middle Eastern 
architecture with a seven-storey minaret.

The Penang War Museum is built on the 
remnants of an old British fort which 
defended Penang’s coast from attack. 
The museum is a memorial to those who 
died defending the country as well as 
aims to be an educational centre about 
life in Penang during World War Il. It 
features old war relics and depicts the 
lifestyle of soldiers in those times. The 
historic site is an ideal setting for paintball 
tournaments.

First built in 1971, this temple has gone 
through various makeovers over the years 
and is now one of the biggest temples in 
Butterworth.

Month, the Nine Emperor Gods Festival 
will be held for duration of 9 days. During 
the festival, rituals such as skewering of 
a 9m spear between the mouth and fire 
walking are carried out. 


€) MENGKUANG DAM 


The dam was completed in 1984, taking 
two years for construction. It was officially 
opened in 1985. Mengkuang Dam is 
notably larger than the Air Itam Dam with 
a storage capacity ten times greater than 
Air Itam. It was the former venue for the 
Penang International Dragon Boat 
Festival. 


©) ST. ANNE’S CHURCH 


A visiting priest, Fr. Adolohe Couellan, 
built a small chapel in 1846. A larger 
church was built in 2002 to accommodate 
the annually growing number of pilgrims. 
The church is named after St Anne, 
mother of the Blessed Virgin Mary. Every 
year, St Anne’s Feast in July is celebrated 
grandly. It is usually followed by two nights 
of candle light procession and vigil.
